5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior does not 
provide for 

An areally extended composite material including fibers and thermoplastic 
impregnations, the material comprising at least two arrays of parallel fiber cords that may be a 
bundle or band, the two arrays extending in different directions forming a web, mesh or grid, 
wherein the fibers of the first array are impregnated with more thermoplastic than the fibers of a 
second array such that the composite material is stiff in a direction of the fibers of the first array 
and is flexible transversely to said direction , and wherein openings exist between the fiber cords.
